Bureau of Standards# I advised him that if and when these Navy Department 
documents were found at the Bureau of Standards, Mr# CGNNELLEY desired 
that these Navy Department documents be brought to the FBI Technical 
laboratory for comparison with prints made from micro-films A and B and 
a determination be made by a document examiner as to whether or not these 
prints were photographs of the examined Navy Department documents on file 
at the Bureau of Standards#

I explained that this would eliminate the necessity 
of testimony by a Navy of f icer and SA JACK S. TURTOH as to their examination 
and identification of documents at the Navy Department and would substitute .
